I LUMBER TOWN IS 
ON THE DECLINE 


>X' 
Jamison City, Once Busy Com­ 
munity, Slowly Being Dis­ 
mantled, Near Blooms­ 
burg. 


♦Is 


Bloomsburg.—Another ehai^ter 
in 
the abandonment of Jamison 
City, 
once a thriving town of 1,000 in the 
northern section of Columbia county, 
i.f to be written this month when the 
Bloomsburg and 
Sullivan 
Railroad 
Company will abandon its line be­ 
tween Benton and Jamison City, a 
distance of nine miles. 
The line was built in 1887 to take 
out lumber from the forests which 
covered the mountains in the vicinity 
of Jamison City. 
The lumber indus­ 
try and the subsequent establishment 
of a huge tannery made the town one 
of the liveliest and most prosperous 
communities in this section of the 
state. 
During the height! of its prosperity 
as many as thirty carloads of lumber 
were out of Jasmison Cit^ in one day, 
but twenty years ago the lumber in­ 
dustry began to decline, and instead 
of 300 lumberjacks on the mountain­ 
sides feeding the maw of the huge 
saw mills, the number dwindled to a 
few dozens ami the mill finally sus­ 
pended operations. 
A hotel, 
built 
with the idea of becoming a summer 
resort, failed to entice pleasure seek­ 
ers, and it was demolished to furnish 
lumber for the construction 
of 
18 
homes in Scranton. 
After the decline of the lumber in­ 
dustry the tannery continued opera­ 
tions, its huge supplies of tan bark 
remaining. 
However, the necessity 
of shipping in most of the raw ma­ 
terials and shipping out the finished 
product proved too expensive and last 
fall the 'last hides were taken from 
the vats and the doors were locked. 
Recently the building and grounds 
were sold as junk and the machinery 
dismantled and sent to other tan­ 
neries. 
The town rapidly is being abandon­ 
ed, houses being offered at $50 with 
few buyers. Persons who have farms 
in that vicinity are inquiring from 
the farm bureau methods which can 
make them earn their owners a full 
livelihood, instead of merely filling in 
a gun in the income which was not 
taken up with tannery wages. Poultry 
raising, dairying and market garden­ 
ing are to be undertaken by many of 
the farmers since their employment 
at the tannery is gone, for the upper 
anthracite region cities are 
within 
easy hauling distance over good roads 
that are now being constructed.
